Even as a massive reliof 
effort began reaching 
survivors of last month's 
catastrophic cyclone in southern 
Bangladesh, new storms spawned 
tornadoes, deadly lightning, and 
further flooding in many parts of the 
country. High winds smashed newly 
built shelters, blocked roads, and 
sent rescue workers scurrying for 
cover in southern Chittagong and 
Patuakhali districts. One tornado 
ripped through 47 villages, killing 16 
people as it destroyed more than 
12,000 mud-and-thatch houses. 
Such storms are not unusual in 
Bangladesh at this time of year. 


Earthquakes 

A moderate quake off the 
Ea east coast of Japan's main 

Honshu Island jiggled the 
Tokyo-Yokohama area. Scientists in 
Norther California detonated small 
underground explosions near the epi- 
center of the disastrous 1989 Loma 
Prieta temblor in the hopes of learn- 
ing more about the area's geology. 
Some ofthe ‘mini quakes' registered 
up to 1.0 on the Richter Scale, and 
were felt or heard by some residents 
inthe area. Natural earth movements 
were also felt in Southern California, 
Nevada, Papua New Guinea, the 
southwestern Philippines, southern 
fran, and Portugal. 


Testing 

On May 18, France con- 

ducted its second nuclear 

test of the year at Mururoa 
Atoll in the South Pacific. The De- 
fense Ministry said the blast had a 
force of 60 kilotons. New Zealand 
will no longer protest each French 
nuclear test, but will issue a single 
protest as each series of tests starts.

Cancer Tree 


Scientists and environmen- 
talists, meeting at an an- 
nual oncology conference 


in Houston, sought ways to harvest 
the Pacificyew, atree that has prom- 
ising cancer-fighting compounds, 
without disturbing its neighbor —the 
endangered northern spotted owl. 
Six yews must be felled to extract 
enough of the drug taxol to treat one 
patientsuffering from ovarian, breast, 
or lung tumors that have withstood 
standard chemotherapy. Even 
though there are millions of yews in 
the Pacific Northwest, harvesting 
them is complicated by the proximity 
of the owl, whose presence has
